— Al  Rosario  the  other  night  a  I):ill  was  held 
by  some  Italians.

(The  following  is  another  extract  from  the 
"Afterthoughts  of  a  War  Correspondent,"  by 
Mr.  H.  C,  Shelley.) 

Had  Cau-ida  been  handiciipped  m  its  early 
daysbv  a  Kimlierley  or  a  Joliannesbmg,  his- 
tory would  probaldy  have  liorue  some  record 
of  the  misdeeiis  of  a  l-rench  Ooin  Paul,  and 
of  the  sacrifices  of  Biilish  l)lood  and  wealth 
which  had  to  he  expended  in  bringing  hun  to 
look  al  tliings  from  Hie  British  sUnidpomt. 
.  There  are  so  \im\\  points  of  likeiitss  between 
I  tlie  conditions  pi'ev.tiliuti  in  ihe  Rllghsh  set- 
)  I  Uement  of  both  South  Aliica  and  Canada.  In 
each  case  there  was  a  prior  couqtiest  by  a  race 
not  Rvili.sh  ;  in  each  case  ihaL  pnnmry  con- 
quest was  overlaid  by  a  British  siiltlenieiit  ; 
and  in  eacli  case  the  'dual  European  invasion 
came  into  conflict  with  native  races.  But  the 
attractions  of  each  country  were  different,  and 
those  differences  have  had  an  enormous  in- 
fluence in  determining  the  characters  of  the 
emigrants  to  the  two  countries.  The  bulk  of 
English  settlers  in  Canada  WL-nt  thither  to  find 
a  home  :  the  majority  of  those  who  seek  the 
shores  of  Soulh  Africa  are  drawn  thither  by 
the  specious  glitter  of  h;tsiily-acquired  wealth. 
Such  diverse  motives  appeal,  of  course,  to 
diverse  natures;  tliey  become  a  touchstone  to 
test  human  character. 

Xeeil  there  be  anv  .surpiise,  tlieu.  that  the 
South  African  colonist  is  found  to  be  H.ujly 
lacking  when  w>:-ighed  against  the  Canadian 
colonist?  CluiiMCt.-!-  will  tidl  ;  the  stcadf;ist 
m.ui,  with  hniut:  idcaiH  and  a  jmrpose  of  in- 
duHtrv,  wlio  kiivi's  his  native  laud  v.;ith  the 
desir-.^  to  realise  those  ideals  and  jiracti.s^;  ;li.;t 
industry,  throw  into  pitiful  relief  thr  i,t:u;r 
man  who,  lacking  ideals  of  any  kintl,  ami 
controlled  merely  by  the  passion  for  wealtli, 
hastens  to  Hie  country  which  promises  the 
quickest  and  biggest  return  of  gold  for  the 
minimum  amount  of  labour.  Lelthese  forces 
work  out  their  destiny  for  a  few  generations 
in  a  new  country  and  the  resnU  is  easily  fore- 
told. A  state  as  well  as  a  malt  reaps  what  il 
sows.  In  Canada  we  have  a  harvest  of  sturdy 
Uumanitv,  rich  in  all  the  qualities  which 
render  a'state  great  and  enduring;  iu  South 
Africa  we  have  a  race  enervated  by  gold  lust 
and  lacking  in  many  of  the  elements  which 
ennoble  human  character. . . 

The  white  population  of  Soulh  Africa  is  not 
large,  and  it-t  greatest  coiiceutr.ition  is  in  the 
Johannesburg  district.  In  fact,  if  you  had  to 
select  any  one  patt  of  the  country  as  being 
numerically  representative,  your  choice  would 
have  to  fall  on  Johannesburg  ;  and  let  nie  say 
quite  bluutfy  that  I  would  n  thousand  times 
rather  liAve  to  deal  with  the  Boer  and  live 
with  the  Boer  than  witli  the  typical  Johaii- 
nesburger.  1  recall  to  uiy  nietnory  as  I  write 
a  Johaniiesburger  who  represents  far  too  large 
a  class.  He  was  a  man  of  tnonninental  ignor- 
ance, possessing  an  insatiate  thirst  for  strong 
drinks,  full  ot  bombastic  bluster,  ruled  solely 
by  the  jwssion  for  nbestiiign  everybody  else, 
and  quite  wroth  when  anyone  hinted  that 
British  blood  was  not  being  well  spent  in 
obtaining  the  «rights'>  of  snch  as  he.  There 
were  many  of  us  in  Sooth  Africa  who  grew 
sick  at  heart  when  we  remembered  that  it 
was  largely  the  presence  in  the  country  of 
such  as  this  Johannesburger  which  was  res- 
tjonsible  for  the  waste  of  precious  life  we  saw 
going  on  aronnd  us. 

Considetiug  the  reason  fof  his  presence  itl 
the  country,  perhaps  it  is  not  surprtMiig  that 
the  average  South  African  colonist  is  a  titan 
of  somewhat  sh.-tllow  character,  and  that  be 
ttiats  rather  tliaa  lives.    For  him  the  irca-

THE  WAk  IN  COLOMBIA. 
A  letter  has  been  received  by  the  American 
Bible  Society  from  the  Rev.  Joseph  Norwood, 
its  agent,  in  the  republic  of  Colomliia.  The 
letter  tells  of  the  suffering  of  the  natives  and 
the  persecution  of  tlie  foreigners,  by  the  do- 
minant forces  now  engaged  in  the  civil  war 
tliat  is  raging  in  that  country,  The  letter  is. 
from  Bncaramauga,  and  is  dated  June  ao,  and 
after  stating  the  impossibility  of  carrying  on  . 
bis  work,  owing  to  tlie  fact  that  the  party  in 
power  is  opposed  lo  hiui,  Mr,  Norwood  tells 
of  a  terrific  battle  near  Bucaramauga  whicli 
was  visible  from  his  house.  The  fight  began 
May  ii  and  lasted,  he  says,  with  few  intermis- 
sions in  all  its  fury  until  S.  P.  M.  of  May  25.. 
Tlie  losses  were  appalling,  the  «ontsidersi> 
losing  iu  killed,  wounded,  ami  captured  1,40a 
men  out  of  a  force  of  8,000  actually  engaged, 
while  the  loss  of  the  insiders  reached  fi  total 
of  3,QOo  killed,  5,000  wounded,  and  900  cap- 
tured, out  of  a  force  of  15,000  fighting  men 
Both  parlies  chdmed  the  victtiry,  but  Mr.  Nor- 
wood savs  the  real  cause  of  the  cessation  of 
the  hfitlle  was  the  f.ict  th^it  holh  sides  ran  ont 
of  ammnnition.  But  from  Uie  letter  it  ap- 
pears lliat  the  ■■insiders'),  were  the  real  victors, 
tor  the  "Oiitsiiiersii  vvitlidrew,  though  in  perfect 
order,  leaving  the  field  111  charge  of  the  enemy. 
From  ihe  outset  the  (dnsiders"  have  been 
hitler  enemii=s  of  tlie  foreigners,  clatnUng  that 
they  are  enemies  of  the  government,  and  have 
in  cousi-qnence  been  waging  an  incessant 
warfare  against  all  jtersoiis  of  f.Ht'ign  birth. 

Dr.  S.  it.  Harris,  a  medical  mirfsionary,  who 
is  with  Mr.  Norwood  iu  Bncarainauga,  the 
letter  savs.  was  forced  to  dismount  front  his 
mule  in  one  of  the  public  streets  of  the  city, 
and  the  mule  and  etiuip;iient  were  taken  from 
hiui,  while  Dr.  Haniri  \\ms  impiisoned  for  se- 
veral lu>ms  wilh  solili'.TS  ami  crinnnals. 

Dr.  Hviiis  also  .suffered  other  iiidii^iiilies, 
Ihongh  \v.'  had  not  giv^nliie  .slightest  cause  for 
complain:, his  liouse  being  entered  on  the  ritU 
of  Juiu-  and  s-:veral  articles  of  property  taken 
i'loiii  lii.i!.  Mr.  Xfn'.vo.Kl  s^ys  Ihal  personally 
he  has  het-ii  Ire.ited  h.idly.  The  'Wilsiders," 
lie  sayn,  rcsjK'Ct  tlie  foreigners,  and  give  pro- 
per vouchers  when  they  take  anything  con- 
traband from  them,  Speaking  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  poorer  classes,  he  says  : 

»  The  ])i>verty,  hunger,  and  suffering  of  the 
poor  ever  «iiice  the  first  b:ittle  have  been  inde- 
scribable, and.  ii.ive  grown  worse  and  worse, 
until  the  situation  is  heiirtreiiding.  JIany 
are  dying  of  absolute  hunger  though  willing 
to  work  if  they  could,  and  many  more  are  so 
anaemic  that  they'are  running  into  dropsy. 
Should  the  war  continue  three  months  longer^ 
the  condition  of  the  poor  wilt  be  as  bad  as  it 
wasinany  part  of  Cuba  during  her  wi;r  with 
Spain.  The  conscription  of  nearly  every  male 
from  eleven  or  twelve  to  sixty  years  of  age, 
and  the  confiscatioii  of  every  living  thing 
from  the  chicken  to  the  family  cow  or  ox,  are 
impoverishing,  and  orders  for  searching  all 
houses,  under  pretext  of  lookfii^  for  arms, 
mules  or  saddles,  give  the  soldiers  the  op- 
portunity to  take  off  with  them,  in  many 
cases,  the  last  extra  skirt  that  the  poor  woraeti 
have,  the  last  mouthful  or  food  that  tliey  have 
procured  for  their  already  hungry  and  starving 
children,  and  even  the  conmion  earthenware 
of  the  liousehold,  not  leaving  even  the  bowla 
and  soup  plates  made  of  gourds,» 

Mr.  Norwood  says  that  he,  with  his  wifeaild 
Dr.  Harris,  do  all  tliey  can  to  aid  the  sick  and 
wounded,  and  in  freeding  the  mort-  helpless 
of  the  hungry,  and  have  spent  about  $6,400  it} 
Colombian  currency  ($900  gold)  in  this  work. 
Speaking  of  his  own  experiences  and  hard- 
ships, he  says  in  conclusion  : 

Hlf  ithad  been  possible  to  get  letterstlirottgtt 
to  the  t'nited  States,  we  w<mld  lutTebeett  call- 
ing ttpon  our  Christian  fiiettds  to  1»1^  «$,  bttt 
as  that  ha.^  been  irapo»<ble,  we  have  bad  tO> 
do  the  best  we  co<ald,  sbnt  in  from  the  oatnde 
world,  as  we  are,  and  cat  off  f  roitt  all  foantaitia 
of  sttpply  except  what  \a  prodttced  iu  tbU  im- 
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w  utut  s«ing  .  piece  of  h/f'l.  »""S  °"  ^ 
VIC  I  and  apio  (rools  used  for  bread  by  tie 
poor)  and  a  llltle  rice.  Sleat  is  »ortb  50  cents 
Serpound,  and  frequently  there  is  ■■otenougl; 
[n  niarkel  for  onelentb  of  the  popiilalion,  and 
some  daja  not  any."

— Tn  discussinn;  llie  Vmientable  con.lition  of 
the  Banco  da  Republica,  Urbauo  Dnarte  says 
that  it  was  cuised  largely  by  the  advancement 
of  money  on  worLliless  shares  ami  other  docu- 
ments, iind  at  the  request  of  poHticiiUis. 
Under  the  first  bead  it  niay  be  mentioned 
that  tbe  ttank  has  thousands^  of  contos  of 
shares  in  c.nnpTnies  which  either  have  no 
existence,  or  have  110  quotation  on  the  niirket.

The 
theft  or  misuse  of  such  funds  is  therefore 
punished  more  rigorously  than  tbe  ordinary 
crimes  of  the  same  classes  because  they  imply 
breaches  of  trust' as  well.  How  then  can 
Brazilians  treat  such  offences  so  liglitly  ?  Was 
tlie  treasurer  of  the  Central  railway,  under 
whose  administration  over  six  thous.ind  contos 
disappeared,  less  criminally  responsible  be- 
cause the  money  belonged  to  the  state  ?  And 
are  the  president  and  directors  of  a  bank, 
who  distribute  its  funds  among  their  friends 
and  advance  it  against  imaginary  or  iustlt- 
ficient  security,  any  less  responsible  here  fbatt 
they  would  he  in  England  or  the  UuiteJ;

•  No  statement  ^vas  made  by  directors  or  ex 
directors  in  regard  to  tlie  affairs  of  llie  bank 
and  consequently  no  one  was  in  a  posiiioii  to 
express  iUi  opinion  as  to  what  wiis  tlie  best 
conrse  to  -take  under  the  circumstances, 
Several  sbareliolders  alteiiipled  to  spenk,  but 
they  do  not  seem  to  have  succeeded  in  inakiiij( 
themselves  heard.  There  were  varions  pro- 
posals of  which  two  at  least  were  worthy  of 
consideration.  One  -of  these  w^s  presented 
by  Commendadbi  SiKn  Porto,  who  a^ked  for 
the  hquid.tlion  of  the  bank  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  committee  of  three  niemliers  choaen, 
one  b\  the  cieditors,  another  by  the  share 
holdeis  itid  the  Ihnd  by  the  i^fovenuneiit.  The 
other  piopoa-il  \\oiLbv  of  consideration  was 
that  of  \dnnial  Cusiodio  de  Melln  wlio  pro- 
posed that  tiie  slwieholders  should  appoiut  a 
comtmtrtee  to  nuestigate  the  aft'air.s  of  the 
bank  Xo  action  seems  to  have  bL^eii  taken 
on  lhe<:e  piopoMls  and  it  was  aiuioiuiced  that 
the  ofTers  ol  the  go\ernment  had  been  ac- 
cepted It  was  aiso  aiiiioniiced  that  in  the 
statntesoE  the  bank  there  had  been  made  cer- 
tain changes,  one  of  which  places  it  under  the 
go\einment»  control.  This  result  of  the

American  Jouriuil  of  Aug.  25)  who 
baa  just  returned  from  a  trip  np  the  Auiazoii, 
as  far  as  Iquitos,  writes  us  a  very  iiiter^L'sting 
letter,  friim  which  we  make  the  following 
extract  :---iiIquitos  is  quite  a  flourishing  town, 
with  a  promise  of  a  great  future.  I  was  sur- 
prised to  find  such  a  lot  of  st<*aniers  there. 
There  are  now  two  lines,  which  run  boats 
regularly  f^-oin  Europe,  namely,  from  Liver- 
pool and  from  Genoa,  although  it  is  over 
2, OCX)  miles  up  river  from  Para.  .  Bui  quite  a 
number  of  small  steamers  are  regularly  ply- 
ing up  river  for  some  1,000  miles  higher. 
I  made  notes  of  many  things,  wliich  I  shall 
write  yon  later.  Upon  my  return  to  Manaos  I 
found  tilings,  ill  a  business  way,  very  bad, 
there  being  quite  a  crisis,  owing  to  (he  rise 
■  in  excliatige  and  the  fall  in  the  price  of 
'  niblier.  Added  to  this',  the  state  government 
lifld  not  paid  its  employes  since  April,  no 
money  iu  the  treasury  but  25,000  conios  of 
apoltccs  (aspeciMof  I,  O.  U.)  issued  by  the 
Koverunieut,  but  not  being  paid.  Tlie  doll 
•etmoH  was  on,  and  the  price  of  rubber  about 
one-balf  of  what  it  was  last  year  ;  and  conse- 
quently, Ibe  probability  of  the  revenue  of  the 
•t«te  being  reduced  in  proportion^  all  com- 
bined to  depress  business.  However,  since
